London, Jan. ."i. — tt agnin becomes 
evident that the Cabinet criais is far 
from ended. The only definite point 
s that Sir John Simon, Secretary of 
State for Home Affairs, has resigned, 
le htd a prolonged interview with 
'reariar Asqoith yesterday. The 
'render did Ms utmost to htnduee 
■^ir John to remain in the Cabinet 
but without avail, and it is almost 
certain that the Home Secretary's 
resignation will be oflkially an- 
nounced on the 're- assembling of 
Parliament. 

The position of Reginald McKtnna, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
Walter Runciman, president of the 
Board of Trade., still is undedded. 
They are making the acceptance of 
the Government compulsion bill con- 
ditieoal upon aacuring a concession 
to their views oo tha aventual size 
of the army. 

In tMs matter Premier Asquith is 
in an ambarrasaing position. He is 
bdng strongly impeHad firom the 
outside not to yield this point and it 
ia believed that a majority in the 
Cabinet itself is against their views. 
Hence today's meeting of the Cabi- 
net to conddar the lataat draft of 
the compulsion bin may lasolt in 
further changes. 

SERBIANS ARE 
REORGANIZING 

King Peter Seems Determined 
to Drive Enemies From 
Occupied Territory. 

Paris, Jan. 4. — King Peter of Ser- 
bia, who is staying at the Serbian 
Con-iulate in Saloniki, is expected to 
preside over the reorganisation of 
the Serbian army, according to a 
Saloniki dispatch to the Havas News 
Agencf , filed January 2. The army 
is gradually being assembled at Sal- 
oniki. according to .tba dispatch, 
groups of from 200 to 400 men each 
arriving from time to time. 

"King Peter," adds the dispatch, 
"will address a rescript to the Ser- 
bians. i$ favor of a sacred union for 
the iibaration of invaded Serbian 
terri ^ry. Whether he will visit 
Athi s will de|M:nd on political and 
milit ry developmenU.

PHrhsps no better illustration of 
the far-reechin^ effects of the Euro* 
pean conflict could be found than in 
i'R inflaence on Chile, the land of the 
••Yankees of S )Uth America." Thi^< 
country is practically shut clT frjm 
old-world influence, as it lies between 
the high vtll of tbe Cordillera de los 
Andes on the east and the- wide Pa- 
cific on the west. 

Yet in spite of Chile's ut dis- 
tance from the scene of the titanic 
conflict now soing ud in Europe, it 
ii doubtful if any other country, not 
a party to tbe war, haii taken a more 
active part in tb«> atruggle or felt 
mOre keaally ita eifset oi> the natior- 
atHfe. 

Altboagh apparently shut off from 
tbe usual routes of commerce, Chile 
maintains every close eennrction 
with Barope. eepeeially with Ha oaar- 
kets. The country's principal aiurce 
of wealth is found in the great ni 
trate beds that lie in the provinces 
of the north. The belligerent nations 
of Sarope have been tbe priacipsl 
buyers of this sodium nitrate, and 
tbe export duius to Chiie formed a 
large part of the income of the Chil- 
ean government. Witb the out- 
bie ik of bosti itiea thia indaatry wsa 
■lmi)8t cnmpl te y paralyied. A
